CORONAL MASS EJECTION (CME) 
Special Report to SCDXC BULLetin 

Coronal Mass Ejections (CME), like those which occurred in early 
May this year, sent massive amounts of particles into the Solar Winds at 
speeds in excess of 5|0Okm per second. By the way, on the 2 May, an X1.1/ 
3Bright followed by a X2.7/1Normal flare occurred in the southwest quadrant 
of the solar disk from region RGN 8210. Depending just where on the Solar 
disk this event occurs, solar matter spins off the Sun in a spinning motion, 
much like a propeller motion and is whirled into space. Those rapid solar 
winds bring those particles toward the Earth effecting our Geomagnetic Field 
with a variety of events, i.e. Satellite Proton Event (SPE), Radio bursts, Shock 
waves, electron bombardment, Shortwave Fade-outs (SWF), Polar Cap Ab- 
sorption (PCA), and radio blackouts and Aurora with northern lights occur- 
ring at both pole regions. These particle bombardments at both polar regions 
are both equal and opposite in patterns. Particle bombardments collide with 
hydrogen atoms releasing photons of red light. When they collide with oxy- 
gen atoms photons of green light are released. Remember from high school 
physics that when electrons fall from one atomic orbit to another, photons of 
light are released. This intense pyrotechnics into our upper atmosphere is 
something to see and experience. More on these solar events in later columns.

In the month of JULY, six meter buffs may ALWAYS expect the unex- 
pected. Watch all 6 meter beacons for all possible openings. Remember: This 
Es season which peaked in June, but watch this month for rare openings as well. 
High bands 10, 12, 15 and 17 MTRS, propagation will greatly decreased. How- 
ever, expect 20 MTRS to open longer in both daylight and evening paths due to 
the lengthened sunlight in the Northern Hemisphere. Seasonal increasing 
propagation on 30 MTRS however, 40 MTRS will experience spring thunder- 
storm status and QRN/QRM. Very little will be expected on 80 and 160 MTRS 
even during the darkness paths. 

Let us now look at the HF bands in general: 
10-12 Meters very few long skip openings during this month of July. 
15- Meters, if 10 Meters is open, expect this band to be opened too. 
17 Meters will be your second best DX bands. Expect some S-E during 
the daytime and N-W openings in the late afternoon. 
20 Meters will be your BEST band as it continues to improve. Expect evening 
transpolar opening. The Summer Solstice occurred in June. So days are now 
beginning to shorten in daylight through September’s equinox (21 September 
“98). World wide DX openings in September will experience equal openings in

30 Meters will be better and open for great 24-hour DX to somewhere 
world-wide! 

40-meters should remain in fair-to-poor with ever increased summer 

QRN levels. 

80-160 Meter bands are to expect fewer openings. This band will 

be hampered by QRN static. That’s the band rundown for this month. 

The data to watch are both 27.5-day solar cycle variations and both daily Al- 
pha and K-indices. If you know the solar cycle repetitions, Alpha or A-index 
and the K-index here is what to expect the propagation to be: 


ABOVE NORMAL (AN) K-INDEX= ZEROTO2 ALPHA=O TO7 
HIGH NORMAL (HN) TO3 8 TO 15 
LOW NORMAL (LN) 4 16 TO 29 
BELOW NORMAL (BN) 4-5 30 TO 49 
DISTRURBED (DIS) 6 50 TO 99 
VERY DISTRUBED (VY DIS) 6TO9 100 TO 400 


The GEOMAG or geomagnetic field is expected to be QUIET be- 
tween AN and HN. UNSETTLED occurs between HN and LN. AN ACTIVE 
GEOMAG FIELD occurs at LN. A MINOR Geomagnetic Storm occurs be- 
tween BN and DIS. A MAJOR STORM occurs at DIS and VY DIS condi- 
tions.
